The man who gave the world the 


most romantic thrill of the century 
is himself, a part of that region

first invaded by the living not quito 
two months ago. 


The earl of Carnavon died at 2 


o'clock this" morning. His death was 
due to blood poisoning through the 
bite of an insect, with the later de- 
velopment of pneumonia. 


Death occurred at the Continent- 


al hotel in Cairo, . 


"Lord Carnarvon will die when 


the moon is at full. 
The curse of 


Allah is on him as the disturber

Says Engineer

Shortage, 
Says 


John C. White 


Doubt that the «moke nuisance 


can.be entirely abolished in Madison 
was intimated today by 
John C. 


White, state power plant engineer, 
and by local .coal dealers. 


"The smoke can. be reduced to 


some extent," Mr. White said, " 
not. entirely. Some plants about the 
capitol square can burn tiard coal, 
they did a few years ago 
before 


converting to soft coal. If soft coal 
.is burned properly there'is no ob- 
jectionable black smoke. To burn 
soft coal properly, the gas must b« 
burned before it leaves the plant. 
It is the gas that makes the heavy 
smoke. ' While' we .burn soft coal 
at our .plant," we have no black 
smoke, as the coal is burned proper- 
ly. The plant is not equipped: to 
burn hard coal." 


The shortage of hard coal during 


the past few winters has 
been 


largely responsible for the smoke 
nuisance, local 
coal 
deaera say, 


—'-'le the difference in price 
be- 


tween hard and soft coal has' also 
been an incentive to burn soft coal. 


Another shortage, of hard 
coal 


next winter is feared by John. E. 
Doyle, of Castle and Doyle. 


"A shortage of hard coal existed 
all of this year," Mr. Doyle said." 
We have hard coal of all sizes now 
for the 'first 
time this winter. 


People have become educated 
to

Must Test Seed Corn 


To Get Heavy Stands 


"When we plant three kernels of 


corn in a hill, why do we so 'often 
get ony one or two stalks," wonders 
many a farmer. 
Weather 
condi- 
tions, depth of planting, and other 
conditions, reduce the stand, bat the 
greatest factor of all is the im- 
proper handling of the seed, .accord- 
ing to Wisconsin Circular No. 5S 
by R. A. Moore and E. D. Holden 
of the College of Agriculture, re- 
cently reprinted 


After careful selection and curing 


of seed corn, a test should he run 
to determine 
the 
percentage of 


germination. Damp sawdust • gives 
conditions -most nearly like a good 
moist field in May. A cloth, ruled 
and numbered, should 
he spread 


over the sawdust to hold six ker- 
nels x)f corn in each square. These 
kernels should be taien from one 
ear and the ear labeled by the num- 
ber, of the kernels. A covering of a 
cloth and sa'wdnst-will bring sprouts 
and roots in about six days if the 
box is in a 
temperature.

OV. ELAINE, in his message, pro- 
poses the following changes in the 


state tax commission: 


1—Reorganization of the commis- 


sion into a one man commission. 


2—Decrease the number of as- 


c" -iors of incomes from 40 to 10. 


3—Abolish the state assessment 


and equalization powers of ^he com- 
mission.

T IS quite evident that the govern- 


or's desire for a change to a one man 


commission is based on other consider1- 
ations than those of sound public policy. 
It is the method that the governor has 
taken to get the official head'of Charles 
D. Rosa, vrho has incurred the dislike of 
the executive office. 
No good purpose 


-tsri'll be served here, at this -time, in go- 


ing into the differences that have arisen 
between the governor and Mr. Rosa. 


The Capital Times believes that no 


sound public policy can be predicated on 
motives of revenge or vindictiveness. We 
are not willing that the tax commission 
shall be torn to pieces simply because of 
personal politics. 


If the one man commission principle 


is sound why did the governor limit its 
application to the tax commission? Why 
not the industrial commission and the 
railroad commission, too? The railroad 
commission, with its powers clipped by 
^deral invasion, is but a shell of its for- 
. mer self. Why three men on a commis- 
sion that has already been riddled by the 
government and one man on a commis- 
sion that has more work now than it 
had ten years ago? 


The commission was one of the main 


cornerstones in the structure of the pro- 
gressive movement reared twenty years 
ago. Fairness in the distribution of the 
tax burden was one of the cardinal prin- 
ciples that brought the progressives in- 
to power. 
The tax commission, under 


the direction of Gov. La Follette, was 
designed and built as the instrument for 
bringing justice in taxation in this state. 
In his early messages, Gov. La Follette 
specifically recommended three man com- 
missions. 


The proposals of Gov. Elaine are an 


approach to the old days when a tax 
commissioner sat with a corn cob pipe 
and his feet on the desk with no more 
serious problem than the filing of an 
annual report that meant nothing. Gcv. 
Elaine's plan would be a distinct step 
backward toward the archaic days of 
taxation administration in this state.

O attempt to fix the tremendous load 
of responsibility in the tax commis- 


sion on one man would be like creating 
a one man Supreme court. One man 
should not be asked to carry responsi- 
bility of such large proportions. The 
tax commission is a quasi-judicial body. 
An efficient tax commission saves the 
state much in needless tax litigation. 


No argument for economy can' be 


made for the one man proposal. The 
work would be done by subordinates and 
it would simply mean a lowering of the 
standard of administration. 


The assessment of railroads and pub- 


lic utilities needs the judgment of three 
men. Assessment of this property in 
1922 totalled over i?477,000,000—more 
than Wr'c of entire property of state. 
The tax levied thereon was $10,370,- 
319.72 in 1922. 


Value is based on a variety of intri- 


cate statistical data and needs constant 
and thorough study by more than one- 
man to arrive at just conclusions. 


One man would be more easily "influ- 


enced" than three. 


When the commission was created in 


1905, the assessment of the railroads 
was one of two big things the commis- 
sion was to do. Since then has been 
added the duty of assessing street and 
suburban railways, express companies, 
telegraph companies, sleeping car .com- 
panies, freight line and equipment com- 
panies and inte-r-district utilities of vari- 
ous kinds. 


Administration of inheritance tax and 


Income tax has since been added also. 


The success of "the Wisconsin Jin come 


tax law has been conceded by all-critics 
to be due to centralized, administration. 
fcreome tax laws in states prior ,to 1911 


had been failures largely because they 
lacked this feature. 
. 


The organization and keeping abreast 


of this job is one of the biggest tasks 
in the state capitol.

' A part of this duty only is supervising' 
field audits and assessing back income. 
In 1922, 186 corporations' -were audited, 
167 showing back tax unassessed. A 
very large number of hearings were held 
on this. Many of them involved compli- 
cated questions of law and fact as diffi- 
cult of correct solution as any case sub- 
mitted to the supreme court.; - 


Supreme court has. seven men; It 


surely needs three .on a commission to 
handle such cases. 


Tax commission, cases, because of this 


thorough handling, are largely sustained 
by the Supreme court.

HBEE may be some merit in the pro- 
posal to combine some of the as- 


sessor of income districts. In the north- 
ern part of the state, particularly, there 
is an opportunity to combine the offices 
without injury to tax 
administration. 


Whether the number can. be decreased 
to ten offices in problematical. The state 
has just been given a sample, in the 
audit of back taxes, of what the 'state 
loses on irregular income tax returns. It 
is safe to say that the state would lose, 
many times over, what it would save in 
decreasing assessor of incomes offices 
by lack of administration of income tax 
returns. The legislature1' should give 
careful consideration to this problem.

NIFORMITY is the basis of a just 


system of taxation. In Dane coun- 


ty there are 55 assessors. To permit 
each one of these assessors unlimited 
freedom in assessment would'be to have 
55 different standards for assessment 
and injustices and inequalities would fol-

The. proposal of the governor to abol- 


j^ ish equalization work on the part of the 


tax commission would mean a return to 
the old days when selfish interests dom- 
inated ^taxing authorities and the little 
fellow suffered. If Gov. Elaine's recom- 
mendation is followed the only recourse 
that the small taxpayer 
would have 


against unjust assessment would be on 
appeal to the courts. 
The small tax- 


payer long ago learned that this avenue • 
is both expensive and long drawn out. 
Now he can appeal to the tax commis- 
sion and get justice with.speed and'with- 
out expense. 


To abolish equalization work would 


make taxation administration a hodge- 
podge in this state. We would be play- 
ing into, the hands of the very people 
who benefttted twenty years ago by lax 
and inefficient tax administration—the 
big interests.

Echoes of Old Madison 
Miss Mary Winslade's Memories of Years 


Gone by. 
A Minister's _Fee. Teachers'. 


Compensation. Mrs. Eben Peck's Canoes.

One of Madison's pioneer 
citizens—now a 


resident of Omaha—who has been much inter- 
ested in the series'of articles published in The 
Capital Times under the caption of Echoes of 
Old Madison, -writes in appreciative vein to 
friends in this city, and recalls some recol- 
lections of early day's.

From her memories one realizes that 
tho 


housewives of the old years were indeed busy 
women. 


The family, -sewing was done^ by hand, arid 


the good mothers did the knitting and' spin- 
ning and made the rag-carpets and soap for 
their homes. 
Among the simple toys which 


were possessed by fortunate little ones were 
dolls made of corncobs and bits of-cloth. Some 
of the boys played on corn stalk 
fiddles, 


or rodo down hill on unpointed sleds. 


When any one was seriously ill the neigh- 


bors- united in the nursing, and roots and herbs 
gathered in the summer and dried, usually 
constituted the medicine. 


The school terms for the year were 'but two 


in number,'and each term comprised hut three 
months. In the .winter a man was employed (a 
special' concession to the 
'big ' boys' reputed 


strength 
and- spirit). A woman taught the 


pupils during the remainder of the time for 
the sum of one dollar a week and the privilege 
of boarding around. 


Ministers were scarce, and dimes and dol- 


lars scarcer. So a young couple, wishing to 'be 
married, went to: a justice of the peace, paying 
him in buckwheat and wild honey.- 


. . 'In warm weather religious 
services were 


held in a. grove. The people would take .their 
luncheon and spend the day in the first temple. 
There would be preaching in the morning and 
again in the afterno'on. 
.. .:" 


A spirit of helpfulness prevailed in the com- 


munity, and people freely loaned or borrowed. 
As a rule, articles loaned were scrupulously 
returried, 
two 
notable exception's-," 'however, 


caused trouble to the owners of the missing 
properties.

Mr. John Winslade, who helped to build the 


first capitol, loaned a spade to an acquaintance 
and when he wished to use it walked 15 miles 
to the -borrower's home to recover his tool. 


And Mrs. Eben Peck in the later years ,of 


her life spoke sadly of the loss of her two 
canoes, in each of which 
she 
had 
enjoyed 


many. pleasant rides on >Iohona and Mendota 
lakes, as well as on Yahara .river, frequently 
going to Strawfb.erry or Squatv Point for wild 
fruits. The first boat'was about'40 feet long 
and. carried sails.. The second, a - little craft, 
was purchased from the old Chief Wauconda, 
and. was" painted -with Indian hieroglyphics. 
The price paid was six dollars.

The parties "borrowing"—and never, re- 


storing—the large-canoe were the same, who 
appropriated-'the.small one, and deserted it at 
the farther, end' .of Fourth lake, near where 
stone for the old capitol was being quarried
